Four 
or five 
y e a r s 
ago, through 
November, 
new spapers 
and 
maga­ 
zines were publishing articles on the 
abolition of football. 
This appeared 
feasible and desirable to 
many 
ot 
our philosophers and sociologists. 
This tooling was voiced by a prom 
Iliont educator, who sa id : 
“The boys 
are trained to consider as the hero, 
not the moral champion or tile mental 
expert, but the successful tackler or 
heavy rusher.”
